The capture of Zhizdra, about 40 
miles north-north-east of Bryansk,

‘‘During August 16 our troops in 
the Bryansk direction continued suc- 
cessfully to develop the offensive, 
and, advancing from five to nine 
miles, occu ie over 130 inhabited 
localities including the town of 
Zhizdra.””

Soviet communiqué stated that, 
after capturing Karachev, Russian 
troops forged ahead and occupied 
more than 100 inhabited localities. 
In Karachev they took considerable 
booty, which included 48 tanks, 12 
aircraft, 87 field guns, 13 self-pro- 
pelling guns, 99 mortars, 225 
machine-guns, 6,500 rifles, 223 
lorries, 55 tractors, 20 radio trans- 
mitters, 12 various stores and large 
quantities of ammunition. 

The supplement also stated :— 

“In the fighting at the approaches 
to Karachev and in the streets our 
troops annihilated 1,000 of the 
enemy and destroyed 11 tanks. 

‘Our troops advancing from the 
area of Spas-Demensk occupied 
more than 30 inhabited localities. 
About 3,000 German officers and 
men were killed in two days’ 
fighting. West of Kharkov one Red 
Army formation beat off several 
counter-attacks and captured favour- 
able positions ; 1,600 German officers 
and men were killed.”

The Committee was formed after 
a  prisoners-of-war conference in 
Moscow on July 12 and 13, attended_ 
by delegates from all German 
risoner-of-war camps in the 

8.8.R. 

The New Free Germany National 
Committee represented a single front 
of Germans irrespective of social 
position and ideological trend with 
this four-point policy, stated Erich 
Weinert, President of the Committee, 
in the Moscow newspaper Pravda; 
Immediate termination of the war; 
a free and independent Germany; 
a strong Democratic National ‘Go- 
vernment, and the closest friendship 
with the Soviet Union. 

Describing the Committee’s for- 
mation, he said :— i 

“ Doring the first year of the war 
it was difhcult to bring home to 
German wa: prisoners that the war 
had been started solely by Hitler, 
but since the first winter blows, and 
particutariy after Stalingrad, faith 
in Hitler was undermined. 

‘‘Impetus was needed, and this 
was provided by a group of German 
emigrants. Thousands of prisoners 
in all camps demanded a conference. 
A few weeks later delegates came to 
Moscow. On July 12 and 15 a 
National Committee was unanimously 
elected.’’—(Reuter. ) 


War Prisoners in 
Far East 


Everything possible is being done 
to allay the acute anxiety caused to 
relatives of war prisoners in the 
Far East, representatives of the 
Foreign Office, War Office, Colonial 
Office and General Post Office dis- 
closed in London yesterday. 

- The War. .Office representatives 
stated that they had received only 
65 per cent. of the names of men 
missing and in the hands of the 
Japanese.. The total number of 
prisoners in the hands of the 
a anese was thought to be 100,000. 

The Colonial Office representative 
said they had received only 20 per 
cent. of the names of civilian 
prisoners in Malaya. 

The number of prisoners in the 
hands of the Japanese in occupied 
territories was thought to be about 
40,000 to 50,000 British soldiers, 
sailors and airmen; 20,000 Austra- 
lians and 2,000 Canadians, about 
70,000 to 80,000 members of the 
Indian Army, 100,000 Dutch, and 
about 30,000 to 40,000 Americans.

ILL Harry Bradshaw retain 
his Irish Professional title at 
Dun Laoghaire this week? 
There can be no déubt regarding his 
superiority over the Southern profes- 
sionals when playing from the 
scratch mark, but recently he has 
been showing signs of weakness on 
the putting greens, a weakness that 
has manifested itself at a most 
inopportune time, From the tee and 
through the green there is little, if 
anything between the champion and 
the longest and most accurate of the 
best of our other professionals, but 
his extraordinary confidence and 
skill on the greens, so far, ' have 
placed him head and shoulders above 
the others. 

At Milltown and Dollymount, however, 

radshaw’s putting lapses were surpris- 

ng; it seemed to those who followed him 
last week at Royal Dublin as if his’ con 
fidence had completely deserted him. A 
bold, natural putter, never short of the 
hole, on several greens he faltered 
badly. and paid the penalty by finishing’ 
well down the prize list. Watching him 
closely, it was obvious that he was 
worried by his many failures, even with 
short putts.

Looking Forward 

Some time after the outbreak of 
the present war the British 
Government deemed it necessary 
to transfer a certain important 
industry to a rural area. That. 
decision involved something more 
than the construction of a factory : 
it demanded also the building of 
dwellings for the workers in. the 
factory. According to a recent 
issue of Zhe Times newspaper, the 
rural district council was required 
to furnish 850 dwellings there und 
they, with, possibly, 200 more at 
a later date. It made no bones 
about its task, but proceeded to 
create a new township. The task 
was not easy, because the un- 
named township took a long view 
of its responsibility. We have no 
doubt that it was full of patriotic 
fervour; yet it was not sufficiently 
short-sighted to build a township 
that would last, at a pinch, until 
the end of the war, and then 
would have to be pulled to pieces. 
It looked forward It set itself 
the job of building a community 
that would serve its purpose 
durjng the war, and would stand 
some chance of evolving into a new 
and prosperous community when 
the emergencies of war should be 
ended. A young architect was 
selected for the task, and, if we 
may judge from the usually well- 
informed criticism of The Times, 
did his work well. He was not 
content to run up a series of hap- 
hazard houses. Instead, he has 
created a ‘“‘colony ’’ which, when 
better times come, will be the 
nucleus of a new community, 
in harmony with the probable 
developments of post-war plan- 
ning. His housing estate consists 
not merely of dwelling-houses, 
but furnishes room for shops, a 
cinema, licensed premises, a 
cantegn, a library, churches, and 
rooms for social clubs and for 
youth movements. This young 
architect, with the backing of 
what uppears to be an unwontedly 
intelligent local authority, has 
anticipated the planning of Great 
Britain; and we fancy that there 
will be little need to tear down 
his creations when, in the course 
of time, the British nation is sub- 
ject to a genuine and compre- 
hensive plan. At all events, he 
and his clients have looked to the 
future They may not be wholly 
right; but they have made an 
effort to accommodate themselves 
to the needs of the post-war 
world. 

It would be stupidity to sug- 
yest that what can be done across 
the Channel can be done in this 
country. The United Kingd 
has reconciled itself to expendi- 
ture of a nature that would be 
fantastic in the twenty-six counties: 
Sir Kingsley Wood will spend ten 
million pounds as carelessly as 
Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly will throw 
away a thousand. Nevertheless, it 
is clear from this report in 
The Times that the British are 
not just so far deluded as to 
spend without reference to the 
coming years. The anonymous 
scheme amounted to just over a 
million pounds, but this is not 
wasted money: the community 
thus created and equipped is 
designed to last for many years 
after the war, and to furnish the 
nucleus of a greater community. 
In that respect this unnamed 
architect, and his unnamed 
authority, have set a headline 
not only to theirown country, but 
to Ireland. Ireland is afraid to 
take chances. It declines to create 
plans for the future, lest the 
future should turn out differently 
from what is: expected, or lest 
it should commit itself to expense

| that future conditions might not 


justify. That is a dangerous— 
and, in the long run, an expensive 
—policy. The duty of the Minister 
for Local Government and the 
planning authc#ities who, in 
effect, are subject to him is to 
look ahead—to take thought for 
the morrow. Admittedly, they 
cannot build houses, let alone com- 
munities, in the present state of 
affairs; yet they are in a) position 
to make all possible preparation 
for the establishment of houses 
and communities at the very 
earliest moment when the oppor- 
tunity arises. They. are not taking 
advantage of this breathing-space, 
‘and, as we fear, they will be 
caught on the wrong foot when the 
conclusion of war brings the 
opportunity—and the necessity— 
to put the practical work in 
hand. 


Irish Examinations 


Hot on the heels of the results 
of the Leaving Certificate examina- 
tion came news of the dissatisfac- 
tion of the schools and teachers 
with those results. The general 
complaint appears to be that an 
unusually high standard was set, 
although no warning was given in 
advance to the schools, In par- 
ticular, it is felt that the Irish 
paper’ was “an unsatisfactory 
paper, and was marked very 
stiffly.’ Teachers all agreed, 
apparently, that the system of 
allowing university professors to 
set the papers was unfair to the 
children; as one of them put it, 
‘‘it is evident that the setting of 


| papers was governed by the 


stholar’s mind, and no allowance 
was made for average children 
who had to study five or six other 
subjects, and try to live their lives 
as well.” It is worth while to 
examine these complaints. In 
Britain, the external certificate 
examination for pupils at the end 


pte 
ie | of their schooldays has been dis- 


credited in recent reports; and it 
is recommended that, after a 
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teacher's chagrin at a decrease in 
the number of honours gained ; 
but a study of previous years’ 
resuits shows convincingly that 
such a decrease was devoutly to 
be wished By definition. 
mediocrity is the lot of the bulk of 
students In previous years the 
number of candidates who gained 
honours in the examination was 
far too high, in proportion to the 
number who passed; in fairness 
to all concerned, a levelling-out 
was needed. Perhaps, it might 
have been better to achieve it by 
an alteration in the standard «of 
marking than in that of setting 
the papers; certainly ‘it would 
have been more just to give the 
schools fair warning. The import- 
ance of the [rish paper, perhaps, 
has been exaggerated. There is no 
need for Irish to be a ‘‘ bogey” 
subject ; to an Irish student it is 
no harder, and probably a great 
deal easier, than any other of the 
commonly-taught languages. Yet 
it appears te be unreasonable that 
a student who, after two years of 
work, passes or secures honours 
in both compulsory and voluntary 
subjects, shall fai] the examina- 
tion because he is a few marks 
short in Irish. In most cases, 
these pupils are destined for lives 
in which a knowledge of Irish will 


be neither of use nor of profit. At. 


least, the Department ought to 
consider the devising of a scheme 
of compensation whereby a student 
who does well in several subjects 
may be saved from failure through 
one.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str;—Mr. Somerville Large’s able 
articles have made a good case for 
pasteurisation, and no one can deny 
that it has a good case. For reasons 
mentioned below I will not attempt 
to make the full case for the other 
side, beyond asking your readers to 
believe that raw milk under perfectly 
controlled conditions can be, at any 
rate, as safe. as Mr. Large considers 
that pasteurisation, when efficiently 
conducted, makes it. It is all a ques- 
tion of the conditions, and, if the 
are not adhered to, no process will 
hold, water—which leads us to the 
conclusion that there is not any form 
of production which has a 100% cer- 
tainty of being safe. 

The fight between the pasteurisa- 
tion enthusiasts and. their op- 
ponents exists in most countries. The 
issue has never been determined, the 
forces for and against the process 
being often fairly equally matched. 
In this country, however, the ques- 
tion appears to be to a large extent 
settled by the fact that highest grade 
milk, according to the law of the 
land, is raw milk, and not milk sub- 
jected to heat treatment, pasteurised 
milk being classed as the third grade. 
Such knowledge as I have on the 
subject is largely confined to the 
practical side, and I have no wish 
to follow the example of those who 
rush into print over milk without 
having a good knowledge of both the 
practical and the scientific sides. 

There.is one observation, however, 
which I would like to put forward; 
and that is that all processes are 
risky unless there is a fool-proof 
part, The only part of the pasteuri- 
sation process which approaches this 
desirable status is the heat treat- 
ment. But is it really foolproof? 
Can any pasteurisaton firm say that 
the milk is always brought to the 
right point of heat and always held 
at it for the required period? Does 
not the human element come in? 
If ao, there is danger. In the case 
of highest grade it is probably 
true that no part of the process 
can be said to be foolproof, Most, 
if not all, of the highest grade 
me are, eee rge ones, 
and, supposing that an irregularity 
should occur, would not the infec- 


ing and bottling be so spread over 
the whole production as to make it 
in any one bottle sufficiently dilute 
to be innoxuous even to a baby? 
If this is the case, a highest grade 
dairy would certainly produce as 
safe a product as a pace 
dairy, and, therefore, the additiona 
dangers existing with pasteurised 
milk which are not present with 
highest grade, such as uncontrolled 
and, therefore, insecure production 
at the source, the risk. of poison 
from the milk going bad instead of 
sour, and the lower nutritive value 
must weigh down the balance in 
favour of the raw product. 

By taking the two points into 
consideration, the conclusion is then 


inevitable that highest grade is, on 
the whole, a ms Na phodnaí than 


i pesteurised milk.

Canada’s Subsidies 


The Canadian’ War Times Prices 
and Trade Board has spent many 
millions on import and domestic 
subsidies since its inception, shortly 
after the outbreak of war. Since the 
‘establishment. of maximum prices in 
December, 1941, the cost-of-living 
index advanced less than two points 
to April of this year, and it is now 
only 16 points above the pre-war 
level of 1939. During the last Great 
War the cost of living in Canada 
rose 43 points above the level of 
August, 1914. Cheese, miik, butter, 
tea, coffee, oranges are now 
subsidised, so that the payment of a 
cost-of-living bonus to wage-earners 
does not become necessary. By pay- 
ing subsidies to keep prices down the 
entire population is protected 
against a rise in costs. . 


Bacon for Britain 


In Canada the number of pigs 
marketed each year has doubled as 
a result of the Dominion’s decision 
to supply seventeen-twentieths of 
Britain’s bacon requirements and to 
take the place which Denmark and 
the other -Continental countries 
occupied before the war. Since 
1938 the number of pigs marketed 
each year in Canada has increased 
from 3,500,000 to nearly 8,000,000 
this year, and most of them will be 
slaughtered for the British market. 
The gross value of Canadian agricul- 
tural production, estimated at more 
than five hundred millions last 
year, has reached its highest point 
since the inflationary year of 1919, 
and the Dominion in ‘his war has 
controlled inflationary trends by fix- 
ing maximum prices.

There are 
now seven district justices to do the 
work formerly done by four—an in- 
crease which was long overdue when 
one considers not only the increase 
in :ndictable crimes committed, but 
also the increased number of sum- 
mons cases for offences against 
meray deen. regulations. . The work- 
ing hours of the justices are from 
10.50 to 4.30, and they sit four days 
of the week. This might seem a 
very cushy job to anyune who does 
not know the work. But anyone 
who does know it would be very re- 
luctant to add.even one minute to 
the justices’ working day. 

The justice who takes the custody 
cases sits in a room which is 
crowded for the greater part of the 
day, and the atmosphere is often like 
that which hangs over the cheapest 
seats in the cheapest back street 
Dublin cinema. e ventilation, 
considering the nature of the room, 
is primitive, and one seems to have 
little choice over a great part of the 
year between stifling through over- 

eating or chilling in the draughts 
from windows and doors. 

In this atmosphere the justices are 
often orra SA. by people in a state 
of excitement, and sometimes of 
hysteria; parents whose children 
have got into trouble, wives who see 
their breadwinners about to be 
snatched from them to do a prison 
sentence. It is—as one justice de- 
scribed it to me—as if one were deal- 
ing all the time with raw, angry, 
inflamed sores full of poisonous 
matter.

The Ouzel Gallzy ° 


The history of the Ouzel galley, 
which was related to me yesterday, 
is of considerable interest to 
Dubliners. About 1700, I think, the 
galley was fitted “out by a Dublin 
company, and sent off with a valu- 
able cargo to trade in Africa, <A 
number of city “merchants came 
together to underwrite the venture. 

Nothing was heard of the Ouzel 
for some years. She was presumed 
lost, and the underwriters paid up. 
Then one day, five or six years after 
her departure, the galley sailed into 
Dublin, loaded with a precious cargo 
of gold and jewels. i 

The crew explained their absence 
by the rather remarkable story that, 
they had been captured by Algerian 

irates, who took over the ship, and 
cept the crew locked away below. 
After the Ouzel had been pirate for 
several years, the crew rose and 
overcame the Algerines, and brought 
the galley and the spoils of the 
piracy back to Dublin: Why the 
pirates took the unusual and un- 
necessary course of keeping the crew 
alive was never explained—I doubt 
if it could be. 


The Sequel . 


Of course, there was an unholy 
row. The owners of the Ouzel 
claimed that they had only to pay 
back the underwriters the sum which 
they had received for the loss of the 
ship, and the cargo and ship were 
theirs. The underwriters held that 
by their payment they had acquired 
a title to the galley. 

The law case dragged on for many 
years—I do not know with what 
result—and the underwriters were so 
disgusted that they established an 
organisation, the Ouzel Galley 
Society, which held courts fo decide 
mercantile disputes. 

“When the Society’s legal powers 
were taken away, it became a dining 
club, and, no doubt, got excellent 
value out of the funds which it had 
accumulated in costs. It was dis- 
solved finally only in the last cen- 
tury, and its property was dis- 
tributed among charities.

In the first hour he may deal with 
thirty cases and in the succeeding 
five hours perhaps only three or 
four, - The thirty cases will include 
the procession of drunks, disorderlies, 
and habitual shop-lifters or street- 
walkers who plead guilty and are 
given a standard penalty of perhaps 
a ten shilling fine or a month’s 
imprisonment. Most of these 
offenders are old acquaintances of | 
the justice and he feels that, 
unfortunately, nothing he can say 
or do will prevent them from 
turning up in similar circumstances 
in a month or two. 

Another case is that of the new 
offender, who is in court on # not 
very serious charge, and about whose 
guilt. there is little doubt. It 1s 
almost routine that he be given a 
short, sharp lecture, and then dis- 
charged, having been put on pro- 
bation for a period, or Bass given 
the benefit of the Probation of 
Offenders Act. 


VALUING EVIDENCE 


The difficult cases are those in 
which there is a sharp conflict of 
evidence, or those which are serious 
enough to go to a superior court, 
where a heavy sentence may be im- 
posed, and the justice, therefore, must 
carefully superintend the taking of 
depositions. It is these cases which 
tax the justices, and if one of them 
comes up at the end of a hard day, 
and if the witnesses are difficult, 
then the justice may be taxed almost 
to the limits of mental endurance. 

In very few cases is it not. possible , 
to eliminate all reasonable doubt by ' 
careful consideration of the evidence. 
Long experience of witnesses gives 
the Justice a good faculty for valuing 
evidence. He is quick to pick up a 
contradiction and to determine 
whether it 1s due to untruth or to 
the natural variation in human obser- 
vation. He knows, too, that the wit- 
ness who stammers and blushes is 
not necessarily telling lies, and that 
the one who give his evidence coolly 
is not necessarily telling the truth. 
In very few cases will doubt persist 
when the evidence has been heard 
and if it does the justice’s duty 1s 

lain; he must give the prisoner the 

enefit of the doubt. 
experience of courts is that this 
tradition of being fair to the man in 
custody is so strongly ingrained that 
if the justice does become irritated 
it is more often the witness, police 
or civilian, or even the solicitor who 
gets the hard word than the accused 
man. It also seems likely that the 
justice, far from giving an unduly 
arsh sentence, will more often err 
by giving an unduly light sentence 
or by refusing to convict because he 
knows he is so tired and irritated 
that he is afraid of being unfair.

In future 
the players will make no pause 
during an act when applause is 
offered, and the only effect of such 
applause will be to render a part 
of the play inaudible to the 
audience.” 

Political feeling ran high at this 
time, and I could have easily written 
a play in which every speech would 
be applauded. 

I only send you this note to point 
out that our national theatre is always 
a little ahead of public opinion; 
maybe it is shutting the doors when 
the curtain goes up, or stopping 
stupid applause when the play is 
going on. 


Interest in Racing 


Racing records are being broken 
so consistently in this country that 
it has become almost monotonous to 
refer to them. It never was more 
difficult to get to race-courses, trans- 
port being a problem and travelling 
very often. a matter of crowding and 
discomfort; vet attendances grow, 
and the volume of betting, if the 
Totalisator returns are a reliable 
guide, gets bigger and bigger. 

Two Saturdays ago we had over 
£7,000 betted with the Tote at the 
Phenix Park meeting, the first time 
s> large a sum passed through '' the 
machine '” at that course. The 
mcrease in Tote betting is largely 
due to bigger amounts being invested 
in the 10s., £1 and £5 windows, 1 
am told. ' ‘he modest 2s. investor is 
no more numerous or extravagant 
than he ever was. 

Visitors from the North, more care- 
less with their bank and currency 
potes than we are in Dublin, are 
credited with a considerable part of 
the Tote’s bigger business.

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OBITUARY 
SIR CHARLES 
BARRINGTON 


Sir Charles Burton Barrington, 
Bt., M.B.E., fifth baronet, who died, 
aged 95, at fFairthorne Manor, 
Botley, Southampton, took a pro- 
minent part in the public life of 
Limerick at the close of the last cen- 
tury, and Was once a famous oars- 
man, Rugby footballer, and an all- 
round sportsman. He claimed to 
have introduced Rugby football into 
ee from Rugby College,

Before leaving his family seat at’ 
Glenstal to live in England in 1925 
Sir Charles offered the castle and 
lands to the Government as a resi- 
dence for the President, but the gift 
was declined. The seat is now the 
Priory of the Benedictines. Born in 
1848, he was the eldest son of Sir 
Croker Barrington, whom he suc- 
ceeded in 1890. 

He was educated at. Rugby and at 
Trinity College, Dublin, and rowed 
for Trinity at Henley Re atta. He 
had formerly been Deputy Lieutenant 
for Limerick, and in 1879 served 
as High Sheriff. He was honorary 
colonel of the Special Reserve (for- 
merly the Limerick City R,F.A.) 
and had served as Provincial Gran 
Master of the Freemasons of North 
Munster. ing the last war he 
served with the h at the front 
in. 1915. 

In 1895 he married Mary

sons and a daughter, Joan; who was 
killed in 1921 in an attack on a car 
in which she was travelling with 
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
